C. A 
work, 
whose emblem is the Red Triangle, 
«uotes Napoleon as saying that 1n 
w ar "morale is to other factors as 
three to one," and Senator Root as 
saying that "trench w arfare affects 
p ofm idly and adversely the morale 
and spirit Of the men," Mr. Mott fu r­ 
ther says; 
“America nUely 
and 
generously 
subscribed ever $120,000,000 to the 
Red Cress in response to the first ap­ 
peal. 
This vork ot the Association, 
ealllng for less than one-third of that 
«mount, ministers not only like the 
Red Cross to the physical comfort of 
the enlisted men nnd of the military 
prisoners but also to their intellec­ 
tual nature—in other words, to their 
m orale."
